all of the three major parties,

Britain from her 
economic and financial difficulties.

“The prime minister, since his 
appointment by 
his majesty

afternoon, has been in consultation 
with Stanley Baldwin, Sir Herbert 
Samuel and Philip Snowden as to 
I the names to be submitted to the 
king for inclusion as ministers to 
the new’ government. Considerable 
progress has been made 
W on't Re C oalition 
"The specific object for which the 
new government is being formed is 
to deal with the national emergency 
that now exists. It is not to be a 
coalition government, in the usual 
sense of the term, but government 
of co-operation for this one pur­ 
pose, 
When 
that 
purpose 
is 
achieved the political parties will 
resume their respective positions.

France, of James E. O’Neill, 64. oil

MAKYLAND GOT KID OF 15,000 SIGNBOARDS LAST MONTH 
(From the Roanoke World New*) 
Maryland’s new law regulating the placing of signboards along the 
highways of that state took effect tm July I. In the first month of 
operation the state road cornua.-aion of Maryland reports removal of 
15.000 illegal signs. 
The Maryland law is not drastic. It recognizes the business of out­ 
door advertising and attempts to regulate it. Most of the signs re­ 
moved were of the “snipe" variety, tacked to trees or fences without 
consent of the landowner. The law aims to protect public safety by 
prohibiting erection or maintenance of signs where they obstruct clear 
view of the motorists, the commission having authority over signs 
within 500 feet of tile highway. 
The statute recognizes the right of tile landowner to erect and main­ 
tain on his own property signs advertising his own wares. But when 
he leases or sells th at right to advertise the wares of others, the rights 
of the state come in. For it is the state that built the road, without 
which a sign would be wholly valueless.

Humanizing Courses On Gov­ 
ernment’s Workings Is 
Now Underway. 


This is the ninth of a series 
dealing with important develop­ 
ments in the high school system 
of Pennsylvania and the ten-year - 
plan of educational advancement 
recently launched by the depart­ 
ment of public instruction. 
By Norman Gage 
(Associated Press Staff Writer) 
One of the earliest and most defi­ 
nite steps taken in Pennsylvania to 
meet the challenge of the greatly 
increased high school enrollment 
and the duties It imposed, was in the 
revision of the social science and 
history courses. 
In this field the state has been a 
leader with the result that the Penn­ 
sylvania courses have attracted a t­ 
tention throughout the country. In ­ 
stead of dreary, creaky textbooks on 
“civil government” and the old type 
of factual histories in which dates 
and periods were given greater em­ 
phasis, the state schools offer com­ 
prehensive courses designed to show 
the pupil his proper relation to his 
family, neighbors, townsmen and 
countrymen in general. 
Humanize Civics 
The old ‘‘civil government" courses 
began making way for the more hu­ 
manized civics and histories in 1922 
when Pennsylvania took its place as 
one of the first states to introduce 
civics and courses in problems of de­ 
mocracy. Prior to that time, the pu­ 
pil was instructed principally in the 
governmental structure of the na­ 
tion, state, county and municipal 
governments. In his history classes 
he 
received 
information 
on 
the 
growth of nations and the innumer­ 
able influences which contributed to 
modern civilization. 
Today Pennsylvania pupils are 
being taught more intimate and 
personal details. They are learning 
to think of the nation, city and town 
not as a political unit but as groups 
of fellow citizens bound, not so much 
by theoretical lines, but by common 
interests. 
^ 
J Lynn Barnard, formerly direc­ 
tor of social studies for the depart­ 
ment of public instruction, empha­ 
sized and explained these changes 
in an introduction to their revision 
of history and social science courses 
which he prepared during the state 
superintendency of the late Dr. John 
A H Keith. 
The aim of both history and social 
science, he said. “Is to train in citi­ 
zenship; the one through the study 
of community cooperation and the 
practice of group activity, the other 
through a study of the growth of 
community consciousness and the 
development of cooperative democ­ 
racy. In short, history is past civics 
—civics is present history. 
‘ Probably the chief contribution 
th at history makes to the social con­ 
sciousness of the young citizen is to 
exercise emotions, to arouse interest, 
to steady Judgment, to discover the 
I ike-mindedness that holds man­ 
kind together 
“With formal reciting turned into 
telling the story, and with dates 
properly subordinated to life. Junior 
high school history becomes of ab­ 
sorbing interest to the normal boy 
and girl. Reverse the emphasis and 
the history is a dreary desert, a 
desolate waste where the only guide 
is a more or less retentive memory " 
Of the newer community civics 
course, he said: 
“This civic education is not con­ 
cerned primarily with subject m at­ 
ter; it is rather a m atter of habit, 
and attitude of mind, and a per­ 
sonal responsibility for right con­ 
duct. Training in citizenship, there­ 
fore, should impel the child to ren­ 
der concrete and constructive ser­ 
vice to his immediate community, to 
his state, and to his country. 
He 
who gives this service gains patriot­ 
ism, and when the service is shared 
with his fellows he learns the mean­ 
ing of democracy. 
“The aims, principles and meth­ 
ods of a course in citizenship must, 
therefore, create in the child a desire 
for such cooperative service.’ 
Consequently, 
in place of the 
“bare bones” of “civil government," 
the social science courses today cover 
such widely varied subjects as con­ 
trol of disease, Boy Scout move­ 
ments, fire and accident protection, 
recreational requirements, commun­ 
ity 
planning, 
economics, 
welfare 
work, governmental ideals, respon­ 
sibilities of citizenship and school, 
church, neighborhood, industrial and 
home life. The extent and charac­ 
ter of the subject m atter included in 
such courses are calculated to in­ 
spire in the student a personal rath ­ 
er than a casual interest in his sur­ 
roundings and to put him in closer 
relation with those among whom he 
is to live. 
The courses thus provide one of 
the major foundations of the broad­ 
er, more general training required 
for the boy or girl who goes direct­ 
ly from the high school into business 
and social life.
